HE BEATS ALL’ RECORDS. 


A STEANGE JEKYLL AND HYDE CAREER 
BROUGHT TO LIGHT-

4A Man Who Posed as a Staid and Honest Cit- 
izen Committed Burglary as an Amuse- 
ment—He Stole the Silverware for Table 
Use at His Wedding Reception—How He 
Was Detected—His Escape to Canada. 


._ By Telegraph to the POST-UISPATCH. : 
Rome, N. Y., March 2, 
HE following story is 
printed here: ‘‘Fol- 
lowing close upon the 
track of recent devel- 
opments at Montclair, 
comes the story of an 
anomaly at Water- 
town, N. Y. A bold, 
adroit and cunning 
thief who has been 
puzzling the police force of that city for the 
past few weeks has atlast been discovered, 
and to the-surnrise of the whole community 
he is found to be an individual whose sagacity 
and honest appearance only exceed his won- 
derful nerve and success in the burglary busi- 
ness, 

In Watertown yesterday John Henry Stew- 
art Nelson, an honest, straightforward ap- 
pearing young man, was brought to light, but 
unfortunately this robber has flied to Canada 
and will probably never return. 

He, like the usual burglarin ‘‘the house on 
the Marsh,’’ that Florence Warden wrote 
about, possessed the qualities and the honest 
appearance that inspired confidence, yet 
John Henry Stewart Nelson’s honest face and 
straightforward manners must be put to one 
side. 

ANOTHER JEKYLL AND HYDE. 

In the day time be was honest John Henry 
Stewart Nelson, a faithful toiler and highly 
respected citizen. At night “he was a bold 
thief, robber and burglar. He held a good 
position and earned enough to live happily, 
and he seemed to dally with crime merely as 
a pleasant diversion. Nelson was married 
only last week. He became on March 19, 
the husband of Minnie G. McNeally, 
a pretty girl 21 years old. He 
was born in Chelsea, Muss., thirty-one 
years ago. He isa machinist by occupation 
and wasemployed at the Watertown Steam 
Engine Co.’s Works. He boarded with Mrs. 
Robert Boulton, 57% Mill street, in that city. 
He is a fine looking fellow, quiet and modest 
in his demeanor, and as Chlef Chaplin says, 
the last man in the world who would be sus- 
pected of such a crime. The story of Nel- 
son’s crime begins before he was married 
and ends atthe time of his wedding recep- 
tion, 

The man in the ‘‘House on the Marsh’’ IIl- 
used his wife and flirted with the _ pretty gov- 
erness. Notso was it with Nelson. He had 
only wordsof kindness for his Minnie, who 
wedded him against the wishes of 
her relatives, whose objections, how- 
ever, were not bécause they thought 
he was not honest and straightforward 


but because he was much older than his young 
bride. With stolen property in his pockets 
this model citizen stood up unblushingly bde- 
fore a minister of the gospe! and was warried, 
wearing in his necktie a pin which he had 
stolen from a neighbor’s house. He also had 
the audacity to hold a reception on the even- 
ing of bis marriage when the table was fur- 
nished with silverware stolen from a neigh- 
bor’s house not a stone’s throw away. 
SOME OF NELSON'S WORK. 

At Watertown, a few weeks ago, a burglar 
boldly broke into the residence of Ezra Storms 
and carried away Mr. Storms’ trousers from 
which he extracted a few dollars. A sbort 
time after another house was burg!arized and 
a lady’s cold headed silk umbrella was stolen. 
The same night, February 28, the residences 
of Edward Case and Geo. Adist were 
broken into. At the latter the burglar 
stole a gold watch. On the inside of the case 
was the number 1,593. A weekago Saturday 
night a burglar got into St. Patrick’s Church 
and stole afew pennies. The following morn- 
ing Mre. John Hardiman fraghtened a man 
away from her front door. n the night of 
Friday, March 14, Nelson traded a watch at a 
second-hand store in Watertown. He trans- 
acted his business with E. L. Gesmine, the 
clerk in the store, who noticed that the watch 
was marked 1,593. Onthe following Wednes- 
day Geo. Adist wae in the second-hand store 
and happened to be talking about his stolen 
watch. Gesmine, the clerk, overheard the 
conversation, andthe ideaentered his head 
that the watch Nelson had shown him was the 
one stolen from Adist’s house. Gesmine im- 
mediately notified the police and went with 
Chief Champlin to the engine shops. As soon 
as hecameto where Nelson was working he 
said, ‘‘That’s the man.’’ Chief Champlin in- 
quired of Nelson if he owned the watch, mean- 
ing the one with the number in it. 

HIS GREAT NERVE. 

‘*Yes,’’ he answered, as if he was entirely 
innocent of any wrong doing. When asked 
where he gotit he repliedinacalmand de- 
liberate manner: ‘‘I traded a watch for it with 
a fellow and got $lto boot. I don’t know the

him that he was to be married that event 
amd ho that nothing unpleasant woul 
happen, promising that after the ceremony he 
would be at Chief Uhamplin’s service and 
would do all he could to find the manwith whom 
he made tbe trade.

When the marriage ceremony was performed 
he wore a stolen gold pin in his necktie, and 
atthe reception be and his bride and the 
guests ate with knives and forks and spoons 
which he had stolen from Thomas. Binciair’s 
residence. Had this fact been known before 
last vywy: 4 Nelson would not ve breathing 
the air of liberty to-day. This is the first pub- 
lication of the fact that Thomas Sinclair’s 
residence was burelarized, as he and his wife 
had been away from home. 

PREPARED FOR HIS RECEPTION. 

From Mr. Binelair’s residence he stole 
everything to complete an elaborate ‘‘spread’’ 
for his wedding reception. Chief Obamplin 
has learned that Nelson had asked Mrs. Boul- 
ton, with whom he was boarding, if she had 
some knives, forks, spoons, etc., for the re- 
ception, and she told himshe did not have 
any tospare. Thereupon he left the bouse 
and soon returned with everything necessary 
for the reception. When Chief Champlin 
learned this he visited Mrs. Higgins’ resi- 
dence armed with asearch warrant, and there 
he gathered evidence that proved John Henry 
Stewart Nelson to be thereai thief, robber and 
burglar instead of the honest individual he 
was pretending tobe. Mrs. ae handed 
over the stolen property to the Chief, but he 
was surprised to find that Nelson had taken 
the 10:20 train that morning for his home in 
Massachusetts. Besides the recovery of the 
stolen property Chief Champlin found a kit of 
burglars’ tovis in Nelson’s rooms. Many ef- 
forts were made to capture him, but they were 
madeinvain. He begged his wife to fly with 
him to Canada, and when she refused to go 
he threatened to kill her. The last words Nel- 
son spoke to his wife were thathe was going 
to Canada. Much sympathy is expressed for 
his young wife.

AFTER RENEGADES. 


Mexican Troops Exchange Shots With Wan 
dering Apaches. 


Tucson. A. T.; March 29.—Advices from 
Bavispo, Sonora, Mexico, state that national 
troops Came upontwo renegade Apaches on 
the 25th and exchanged shots with them, kill- 
ing one. Other hostiles came to the rescue 
and were driven in their stronghold on the 
top of the mountain where they opened fire, 
wounding three soldiers, one fatally. The 


Indians kept up the fire from early morning 
until late at night, forcing the troops 
to retire. The next morning the troops again 
marched on the stronghold, but the hostiles 
kept up such an incessant fire that the troops 
who were nearly exhausted from thirst and 
hunger were compelled tu retreat. The next 
day the National troops received reinforce- 
ments and charged the stronghold, but found 
it abandoned. The Indians left a large amount 
of clothing, provisions and saddies behind 
them. They moved north, followed to the 
line by the Mexican troops. They had twenty- 
one borses and plenty of arms and amunition.

ERLIN, March 29.— 
Atthe farewell din- 
ner to the delegates 
to the Labor Confer- 
hence given at the 
Kaisarhof last even- 
ing by Baron von 
Berlepsoh, Prussian 
Minister of Com- 
merce, the host, 
speaking in French, 
= proposed a toast to 
the sovereigns of the powers represented. 
He thanked the delegates for théir zeal and 
said that the conference would exercise such 
& moral power that if the whole conception of 
its objects was keptin view all political di- 
visions would melts away. Baron von 
Berlepsch further said he trust- 
ed that all the delegates would 
maintain the convictions they had gained and 
that the memory of their common work would 
never fade. One of the Danish delegates next 
proposed the health of the German sovereign 
and people. Bishop Kopp replied. He spoke 
in French. He eulogized Mr. Jules Simon, 
the head of the French delegation and ex- 
pressed the hope that he would long live to 
labor for the welfare ofthe working classes. 
M. Simon then spoke. He thanked the people 
of Berlin for his cordial reception to their 
city and offered a toast to ‘‘Suffering Human- 


ity.’’

THE users of tin ware now pay $6,000,000 
of taxes on the imported tin-plate of 
which their dinner-buckets, pans and 
fruit cans are made.

RUIN AND DEATH 


Mark the Path of Thursday 
Night’s Storm Through 
Four States. 


100 Lives Lost and Twice That 
Number Injured—The Record 
at Louisville, 


While the Property Loss Will Easily 
Reach Two and a Half 
Millions. 


Devastation Wrought in Sections 
of Southern Illinois, Indiana 
and Missouri. 


The Track of the Cyclone Clearly Defined in 
Louisville—Description of the Buildings 
Wrecked on Market, Jeflerson and Main 
Streetse—Progress of the Work of Taking 
Out the Dead From the Debris—Sixty- 
Seven Bodies Found in the Ruins of 
the Falis City Halil—Horrible Spectacles 
Presented—The Gloom Which Fell Upen 
the City Last Night Partially Dispelled 
by the Sunshine of To-Day—Freaks of 
the Tornado—The Storm’s Track in Ken- 
tucoky—The @¥reckage at Jeffersonville, 
Ind.—Statement Made by the Lomseville 
Board ef Trade—Succoring the Needy— 
Incidents of the Great Calamity. 


OUISVILLE, Ky.,March 

29.—The weather to-day 

in clear, the sun shines 

brightiy and the tem- 

perature is springlike. 

The work of recovering 

the bodies buried under 

the debris of Thursday 

night’s tornado goes 

bravely on with a large- 

ly augmented force. 

There is a slight breeze 

4 blowing, but scarcely 

enough to ruffle the 

waters of the Ohio, 

broadened by the flood, 

which at this writing 

are aboutata stand. A 

prettier, brighter day 

could hardly be imagined and it seems scarce- 

ly in keeping with the sad scenes being wit- 

nessed in the center of the tornado’s track on 

Market and Main streets, as the remains of 

the unforturmate victims are brought to view 
from time to time. 

OLEARING UP THE DEBRIS. 

The fine weather, however, is very favor- 
able for the work of clearing up the debris and 
romoval of valuable goods in the tebacco and 
mercantile district tosafeshelter from the 
elements. To-day’s developments will, in all 
probability, disclose the full extent of the 
terrible affliction visited upon this city. Tem- 
porary roofs are being puton wherever pos- 
sible, and hundreds of hogsheads of tobacco 
are being carted to warehouses in parts of the 
city untouched bythe storm. One or two 
large new houses which have not yet had 
windows put in are being filled 
with tobacco and other storage. 
In spite of all efforts, however, several thou- 
sand hogsheads of tobacco at the Pianters’, 
Sawyer’s, Wallace & Co.’s, the Pheonix Stor- 
age Co.’s, and others stand uncovered on the 
second, third and fourth floors, their long 
yellow rows making a strange spectacie. 
There will be considerable danger in reaching 
these, and they seem ready to topplie into the 
street. They are exposed to loss by rain, and 
will be for some time. ‘ 

THE STREETS PICKETED. 

The streets in the district worst dam- 
aged are still picketed, but except between 
Eleventh and Twelfth on Market street, the 
street cars now run freely, and wagons 
and all but mere sight-seers are allowed to 
pass. Hundreds of men are busy in the ruins 
saving stocks of goods and private property. 
The excellent work done by the Board of 
Trade Committees in canvassing and learning 
the numes of actual residents and sufferers in 
the stormi-stricken sections, renders imposi- 
tion for purposes of robbery next to imposs!- 
ble, and the people are allowed to go freely to 
their ruined homes with friends and employes 
and rescue what they can. Many of those 
employed at work in the wreckage are paid 
by the Board of Trade Comwittee, and when- 
ever help is deserved it is given. 

RUINS OF THE FALLS CITY HALL. 

At Falis City Hall, between Eleventh and 
Twelfth on Market street, about sixty men 
under the direction of Chief of Police Taylor 
are still at work. Broken timbers and. brick 
are reguiarly plied fifteen feet high on each 
side of the street for a hundred yards.. 

On the site of the ruined hall there are 
mounds of brick and mortar and beams and 
laths in wild confusion, and men digging at 
the base of them hunting for the dead. In all 
sixty-seven bodies have been taken out there. 
The lastisa that of C. Lazarus, a small shop- 
keeper at 1136 West Market street, next door 
to the Falle City Hall. He was in attendance 
upon a lodge meeting. His body, mangled 
almost beyond recognition, was taken 
to the temporary morgue es- 
tablished in a barber-shop across 
the street. Atthe planters’ warehouse Elev- 
enth and Main, the body of Ed Moran, a foun- 
drymanin Dennis Long’s iron pipe works, 
wks discovered about 11 o’clock wedged 
between beams and nhogsheads of to- 
bacco. The remains were taken to his 
home on Twelfth street near Main, where bis 
wife and four littie 6nes had been kept in 
anguished suspénse at his absence. When 
the corpse wes brought in the woman sank 
almost fainting into a -chair  cov- 
ering her face with her hands, 
while her two small children clung to her 
skirts wailing In spmpathy and the two older 
stood by dazed with sorrow. The family will 
be In want and this is only one case out of 
several dozen similar, but the citizens are 
coming up bravely with subscriptions and ali 
needs are being promptly met for the pres- 


ent. 
AMOUNT OF INSURANCE. 


The total amount ‘of insurance, it is be- 
lieved, will not exeeed $125,000. Of this $100,-

At the Falls City Hall, when the hurricane 
struck in the main hall, were Miss App with 
her dancing school numbering about sixty- 
five, of whom it is feared not more than 
twenty escaped. These were children with 
their mothers and fathers. In one room on 
the “ete floor the executive committee of 
the Roman Knights, which committee con- 
sisted of seven members, was in 
session. Theo. Engelmeir, an upholster- 
er, at Twenty-third and Market streets, was 
killed. The remains will be interred Sunday 
afternoon by the Roman Knights. Jewell 
Lodge, No. 2, Knightst and Ladies of Honor, 
was in session on the third floor. 
There were nearly one hundred and fifty 
members present when tne building fell, 
and of these itis thought not more than filty 
escaped. Humboldt Lodge, No. 146, I.0.0.F., 
consisting of seventeen members, was hold- 
ing a meeting on the same floor. Those who 
escaped are badly injured. 

LATEST ESTIMATE OF LOSS OF LIFE. 

It is now pretty near a certainty that the en- 
tire lose of life from the tornado in 
this city will not go much above one 
hundred, iftbat number is reached, Up to 
this writing the total number killed at all 
places, whose bodies have been recovered, 
and of the missing, who it is reasonably 
certain are dead, is eighty-eight. In addition 
to these are about a dozen who are so badly 
injured thet death may ensue, although fatal 
resuits are not anticipated in most of the 
cases. Anywhere from one bundred and fifty 
to two hundred persons are injured to tne ex- 
tent worth noticing, and probably five hun- 
dred to one thousand more have very slight 
bruises or scratches thatdo not inconven- 
fence them, 


The City Last Night. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 29.—As night closed 
in ite folds the devastated city of Louisville 
hundreds of widows and orphans were bowed 
down with a weightof deepest grief. Wreck 


and ruin settied in its very midst,and specters 
of the dead, whose funeral pyres are heaps of 
brick and mortar, seemed to rise up and en- 
shroud in the awful! halo of their presence the 
entire eity. The bands of brave rescu@rs con- 
tinued their work, but as night came on they 
seemed to work more silently, though no less 
arduously, and take on the gruesome appear- 
ance of ghouls. As each remnant of the plies of 
wreckage was lifted it was with the anticipa- 
tion of uncovering to view the lifeless form or 
the death-set features of a human victim of 
that awful storm. Perhaps the wriggling 
member of a buried man may start the search- 
ers and cause them to draw Bape aghast for a 
moment, but with braced nerves that bad 
been almostto the tension of steel for one 
whole night anda day they continued their 
labor and tenderly lifted the unfortunate and 
carried him to an ambulance, only to see him 
etpirein thearms>f a wife, a mother or a 
friend. 

In the presence of such scenes even a 
whisper sounded so loud that the utterer hes- 
itated, nalf expecting to see the dead aroused 
from their eternal sleep. But there was no 
time to consider the dead, for the living 
might yet be buried beneath the mountain of 
aebris, and witbhasad lookatthe departing 
dead wagon they turned and agelvyed again 
with renewed energy into the great mass in 
search of crushed and mangled humanity. 
As night grew darker ite work bécame more 
awful. Even the advantage of light and its 
fear-dispelling qualities were denied them, 
for all the electric wires were torn down 
by the storm and left the city to be en- 
shrouded in the deepest gloom. It grew so 
dark in the shadows o the crumbling 
walis that still stand as silent sentinels over 
the dead, that every object with the sem- 
blance of human form must be grasped to 
prove it flesh or stone. Still the untiring and 
strong- hearted workers continued to dig in 
the merciless storm-made graves of the dead. 

There is no estimating the number of those 
who lie buried in the track. The people were 
still learning of missing members of their 
families,and mothers and fathers stood wildly 
on the ruins, calling onthe Almighty to de- 
liver to them at least their dead. Hardened 
hearts moved with deep sympathy, and idle 
men threw aside thelr cOatsto dive into the 
dirt and grime iike veritable gophers. 

The streets were thronged with multitudes 
of sorrowing people. They stood upon the 
corners with tear-dimmed eyes, solemniy dis- 
cussing the dreadful catastrophe, or moved 
from one point of the wrecked district to 
another, gazing atthe scenes of ruin. There 
were at least 100 families homeless in the 
streets that were happy the day Ope in the 

e 


single possession of their homes. OgS woman 
told of their home, cempletely wre d, that 
her husband had madethe last payment on 
that ve evening. The State militia had 
been ordered out, and wasi ) (mtg 1 the 
streets, the bright bayonets flashing dimly in 
the flickering gaslight. 

Adding to such scenes as these, the oft ap- 
pearance of ambulances and biack dead- 
wagons, carrying their mangied or dead 
human freight to the hospitals or to the homes 
of mourning families, it gives but a faint idea 
of the sad appearance of Louisville at night. 


An Estimate of the Loss. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 29.—At a mecting 
of the Board of Trade measures were taken to 
meet the great responsibiltiy which has fallen 
upon the city. It was decided that the people 


of Loulsville were amply able to succor all 
those who need assistance. 

In discussing the reports of the committees 
making house to house investigations a con- 
siderable diveristy of opinion as to actual 
property loss was developed. The lowest esti- 
mate put it at $1,000,000, the ,highest $3,000,- 
000, and the best grounded upon facts 
presented placed it at $2,500,000. There is 
almost no insurance. It was finally voted that 
the Chairman of the committee should pre- 
pare a statement to be authority for the use 
of the press. This was examined by & major- 
ity of the committee and approved. It is as 
follows: 


To the People: 

The calamity that has overtaken the city of 
Louisville by the cyclone of last night about 9 
our city 
covering aspace of ground some 400 yards 
wiage and three miles in length through the 
business and residence portion of our city. 
The loss of life isinthe neighborhood, it is 
believed of some 75 persons, and the loss to 
the city in damage to houses and «coods, is 
believed not to exceed $2,000,000. While the 
calamity isa great one our citizens feel able 
to cope with it and are not cast down, but will 
at once proceed to repair and resume in the 
channels now interrupted. Inall other por- 
tions of the city business is resuming its usual) 
channels.

It was impossible for 
them to get out after the first shock, and they 
remained in the room terror-stricken. The 
house is a large two-story brick, and tne walls 
fell outward. It so happened that the floor 
upon which they were standing still held up, 
and after the wind had spent its force they 
were able to get down.

THROUGH THE sTATE. 


Points in Kentucky Which Felt the Force of 
the Cyclene. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 29.—The Courier- 
Journal has the following special reports from 
points In this State visited by Thursday night’s 
storm: A terrific cyclone struck the little 
town of Grand Rivers, twenty-five miles east 
of Paducah and nearly swept the place away. 
Granada Rivers is the new manufacturing town 
just about being established by Boston capl- 


talists. It is situated in the cen- 
ter of the mineral wealth of South- 
western Kentucky and was growing 
rapidly and preparations were betas made for 
a big sale of property next week. The cycione 
came upon the town preceded by a heavy fall 
ofhail. It came quickly and was gone ina 
few moments, but in that time a dozen houses 
were leveled and as many more wrecked. 
Mre. Maggie Beck was hurled 200 yards and 
killed. John Eteridge, a boy, was crushed to 
death by a falling tree. Man others 
were injured, but only Je Coons 
seriously. Houses were swept as kindling 
from over entire families while no one was 
hurt. A terrible roar preceded the cyclone 
and followed its departure. Passing from 
Granda Rivers, the cyclone struck the railroad 
bridge over the Cumberland River, a haif 
mile beyond, and tore away a span and top- 
pled the span into the asver, thus cutting off 
all trains. All telegraph wires were destroyed 
and only through a relief train sent out from 
this place could facts be learned. 

Farmington, twenty-five miles south, 
there was great damage to oulldings from the 
same storm but no loss of life. 


Trains Wrecked. 


HOPKINSVILLE, Ky., Mareh 2.—Freight 
train No. 57 from Evansville ran at full speed 
into a large tree blown by the storm across 
the track just above Sebree, and was totally 


wrecked. Engineer Peter Burns, Fireman 
Bridges and Brakeman Powell were killed.

NEW YORK, March 29.—A Cincinnati special 
to the WORLD sayse Noone was killed at 
Bowling Green.

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NINETY-CENT GAS TO-DAY. 


The Ordinance Fixing that Price in Effect 
From and After Te-Day. 


HE ordinance recent- 
ly passed by the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly es- 
tablishing the price of 
illuminating gas at 90 
cents per 1,000 cubic 
feet goes into effect 
to-day, and gas con- 
sumers, if the ordi- 
mance can be made to 
stand, will from now 
on get thelr gas at 
that price instead of 
$1.2. Gas sold for 
fuel and power pur- 
poses will be paid for 
at the rate of 45 cents. 
The provisions as to 
the prices are ag fol- 
lows: 


‘*For a period of five 
years from and after 
the passage of this 
ordinance, the price 

of illuminating gas in the city of St. Louis to 
consumers shail not exceed 90 cents per 1,000 
cubic feet on all bilis paid within five days 
after presentation, and 95 cents per 1,000 
cubic feet on all bills paid after the expiration 
of five days trom presentation; and for said 
period of five years in said city the price of 
gas sold to consumers to be used for fuel and 

ower purposes shall not exceed 45 cents per 


,000 cubic feet on all bilis paid within five 
days after presentation, ana 50 cents per 1,000 


cubic feet on all bills paid after the expiration 
of five days from presentation.’’ 

THE ENFORCEMENT 
clause of the ordinance, which is regarded as 
avery strong one, and under which any em- 
ploye of the gas companies can be arrested, 
is as follows: 

‘*Any corporation, president, agent or offi- 
cer thereof, and any person who shall charge, 
collect or receive for gas furnished on and 
after the passage of this ordinafice any sum in 
excess of the rates fixed by this ordinance 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction shali be fined not less than 
$250 for each offense, and every such case 
shall constitute a separate offense.’’ 

Under this provision tye president, agent or 


officer of a gas company can be arrested every 


minute in the day and be fined $250 on each 
offense. 


The breaking of the ordinance does 


not consist In simply refusing to sell gas at 90 
cents, but is in charging more than 90 cents to 
amy individual consumer or every consumer 


in the city of St. Louls. 
The ordinance, it will be remembered, was 
vetoed by Mayor Noonan, and bears the cer- 


tifeate of President ©. P. Walbridge of the 
Council, that it received 9 votes to 1 against in 
that body, and of Speaker Henry Alt, of the 


House of Delegates, that it received 20 votes 
to 3 against itin that body, thus being passed 
over the Mayor’s veto. 
THE LACLEDE GASB CO. 
which in factis the only one in the city, is de- 
filant in the declaration that it will not recog- 
nize the ordiuance, and a bitter fight is antic- 
ipated. There is, in fact, a great deal of feel- 
ing among the stockholders on account of the 
assage of the ordinance. Many ofthe old 
olders, who were prominent inthe old La- 
clede and the old 8t. Louis companies, claim 
that President McMillan could have defeated 
the ordinance in both the House and Council 
on the original vote, if he had tried 
to do 80. They say that he did 
not pay any actention to it, 
however, and that it really passed without 
the gas people raising their hands against it. 
This failure is said to be the principal founda- 
tion forthe dissensions in the company, and 
for the rnmored resignation of Mr. McMillan 
as President. Mr. McMillan. however, does 
not look atitthat way, but intends to resist 
its enforcement by all means, and will submit 
to arrest and fining under protest, or support 
other officers of the company who are ar- 
rested under the provisions of the ordinance. 
THE CITY AUTHORITIES, 
also, are determined, and just as strongly, 
too, that the ordinance shall be obeyed. 
Mayor Noonan, though he vetoed it, will do 
bis utmost to enforce it. City Counselor Bell 
aiso leaves no doubt as to what his action will 
be. Speaking ofthe matter this morning he 
said it would be amonth yet before he could 
do anything, but as soon as the first bills 
under the ordinance are rendered he will 
undertake to compel the company to obey 
it. Prosecutions will be brought on any 
bills issued above 9@ cents, payable inside of 
five days, or 05 cents payable atter five days. 
The company willof course appealthe case 
immediately, and endeavor to have the ordi- 
nance pronounced unconstitutional. Mr. 
Beli had heard rumors thatthe gas company 
would not wait for this action, but would an- 
ticipate matters by asking for an injunction 
to restrain the city from enforcing the law. 
Whether this is true or not he could not say, 
as the colwpany is maintaining its own 
counsel. 
PRIVATE CONSUMERS 
can also take up the enforcement of the law. 
If presented with a billata higher price than 
90 cents they can refuseto pay more than that 
price and can have the person presenting the 
bill arrested underthe misdemeanor clause. 
Then if the gas company undertakes to re- 
move their meter or shut off their gas they 
can go into court and ask an ipjunction, 
restraining the company from removing 
the meter or shutting off the gas. 
This will bring the isaue up very squarely, 
and enable the company to get a final de- 
cision on the constitutionality of the iaw at 
the earliest possible day. Consumers who do 
not wisb to take this course or to become in- 
volved in litigation can pay the face of their 
bills under protest, with the understanding 
that the overcharge shall be paid back if the 
ordinance is held to be a good one. It is prob- 
able that many will adopt this course.

WASHINGTON, D. OC., March 29.—‘‘Although 
the corn crop of Virginia was short in the 
Q@garegate,’’ says Statistician Dodge of the 
Agricuitural Department, ‘‘a comparatively 
good quantity remains on hand, owing, no 


doubt, to the mildness of the winter. Sev- 
eral counties, however, according to 

report of the State agent, for 
March are aimost entirely without corn 
of thelr own raising, and have to buy 
the price per bushel in some of the largest 
oorn raising districts beine quoted as low as 
B0 cents while in others 75 cente per bu are 
demantied. Wheat is reported lighter In 
weight than usual and in some sections it 
sprouted badly. Less forage has been con- 
sumed inthe State this winter in all prohba- 
bility than ever before and farm work is fur- 
ther advanced than it has been for years at 
this season.

The Chinese missionary has an 
Awerican wife and lives in a Queen Anne cot- 
tage in Sackman street, Brooklyn, The draw- 
ing-room was handsomely furnished. Mr. Ju 
Sing, who speaks English fluently, said: 
**Remarkable as it may seem, it is true that 
the Chinese gamblers have offered $1,000 to the 
highbinders to kill Hule Kin, myself or any 
other Chinsman who furnishes evidence 
against their gambling houses to Anthony 
Comstock. There are forty-seven Chinese 
gam bling-houses in Mott street and ite vicin- 
ity, and five or six Chinese lotteries. The 
number of professional Chinese gamblers in 
New York is fully 300. They live at the best 
Chinese restaurants, dress well, and spend a 
great deal of money, which they win from the 
laundrymen. Many of the Chinese gamblers 
make about $10,000 a year each.’’ Ju Sing said 
that the Chinese lotteries are owned by stock 
companies and some ofthe Mott street mer- 
chants are shareholders in them. A lottery 
ticket costs 1 cent. Fifty or sixty traveling 
Obinese agents are continually selling these 
lottery tickets about New York and Brooklyn. 
Last week a laundry man drew $],300 on 300 
lottery tickets which cost bim $38,’’ said Ju 
Sing. ‘‘Another Chinaman drew $2,000 on $16 
worth of tickets. A year ago a Chinaman 
drew $800 on 50 cents’ worth of tickets. Of 
course thousands of dollars arelost for every 
thousand won. Nearly all the earnings of 
hundreds of laundrymen go to tne Chinese 
gambiers. One Chinaman has liost $15,000 in 
the past five orsix yearsinthe Mott street 
gaming houses. Another has lost a bouse and 
lot. A few have lost all they had and 
committed suicide. Last November I ob- 
tained information aboutthe Mott street 
gambling houses, which enabled Comstock to 
make araid amongthem. One Chinese Gam- 
bier was convicted and sent to Blackwell’s 
Island fora menth. The Chinese gamblers 
saw that they could be raided out any time, 
and all the forty-seven gg@mbling houses 
closed up. The lotteries also stopped busi- 
ness. The Chinese gambiers had iost their 
occupation, and 

TREY WERE DESPERATE. 

**They denounced and threatened me. One 
night they held a secret meeting, 
at which half a dozen High.- 
binders were present. They made a 
bargain with two of the Highbinders by which 
they bound themselves to pay these cut- 
throats $1,000 to put me out of the way if I in- 
terfered with themagain. It happened that 
one of the Highbinders present was personally 
He sent me a letter givin 
methe namesof the two highbinders an 
warning me tolook outfor them ard to be 
careful abcut going into Mott street at night. 
Of course I cannot give youthe name of the 
highbinder who wrote the letttr.’’ 

Ju Sing t ok from his pocket asquare of rice 
paper covered with Chinese hierogliphics and 
said: ‘*This isthe letter. There are about 500 
highbinders in New York and they would un- 
dertable to kill anybody for money. Ialwavs 
go armed and Iam not afraid to wulk through 
Mott street any hour ofthe day or night. The 
lotteries began business again last week and 
all the gambling-houses are to open next 
week. Ishallattack the gambling-houses 
again despite the gamblers‘ offer of $1,000 for 
my head if I interfere with them.’’

THE SCHOONER PATHFINDER 


Seized and Detained by a Revenue Cutter at 
Portland. 


PORTLAND, Ore., March 29.—The British 
sealing schooner Pathfinder, Capt. Arthur 
Morgan of Victoria, was towed into port last 
night by the United States revenue cutter Cor- 
win. The schooner was found at Neaghb Bay, 
Wash., with rudder disabled and taken into 
custody by the cutter. The Pathfinder is not 
seized but detained pend ing instructions from 
the Department at Washington. The schooner 
is one of the British sealing vessels seized 
last year in Behring Sea by the cutter 
Richard Rush and ordered to Sitka, 
Alaska, incbargeof one of the seamen as 
a prize winner. She instead escape to 
Victoria and has since been enuaged in seal- 
ing offthe American and British coast till 
yesterday when compelled to gointo the bay 
for repairs. Capt. Hooper, of the Corwin, 
hoids the vessel pending the decision of the 
department relative to whether the vessel is 
amenabie to the law regarding sealing in 
Behring’s Sea for which she was seized.

ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., March 29.—Great ex- 
citement prevails here over sending troops 
into the Navajo Reservation after a party of 
nineteen prospectors, who are in the Garrison 
Mountains about one hundred miles north of 
Gallup.

The apparatus coming under 
these alarms also responded promptly and 
streams were soon being played on the flames 
from all sides. The buildings, however, were 
doomed. As flour milis always burn rapidly, 
so the fames onthis one see¢med tocarry as 
with the wind. The dust the grain, etc., 
offered food for the fire that was 
greedliy eobbled up, and that made 
the task of the firemen 4a. severe 
one. Then, too, thelr attention was at- 
tracted to the Wood Machine Works on the 
north, across the street, and part of the ap- 
paratus had to be used to check the flames 
there, as they covered the entire front of the 
building, the grain elevator having falien 
againstit. As showing the rapidity of the 
flames, the twenty men working In the bulld- 
ing, who had just taken off their clothes and 
putonthelr working ones, could not take 
time to even gather up their good ones, hav- 
ing to run to get out without injury. Nearly 
all ofthe men lost their clothes and shoes, 
Supt. Simpson losing his overcoat and hat. 
THE CAUSE OF THE FIRE, 
Supt. Simpson said, could not be ascertained. 


It was one of those fires where no one could 
tellanvthing about it, though he might sur- 
mise what it wasdue to. There was a theory 
that it was caused by an electric light wire, 
but there was nothing certain about this. 
The bulidings were altogether lighted by 
means of electricity, the company operat- 
ing its own electric plant. Mr. Simp- 
son was aiso in doubt just where 
tne fire started. To the best of bis informa- 
tion it was on the lower floor of the elevator, 
on the north side, or between the mill and 
elevator buildings. if in either place there 
could be no apparent cause for tbe fire other 
than an electric wire, and the prevailing 
opinion among the mill men was that if it 
could be determined definitely this would be 
found to be the true cause. 
THE LOSS, 

it ie estimated, wilt foot ur fally $250,000. The 
milis, machinery and bulidings were valued 
at $200,000, while there was also $75,000 in 
stock, including 60,000 bushels of wheat and 
6,000 barrela of flour. There were also four 
curs onthe sidetrack, two loaded with flour 
and grain and two empties, which were also 
destroyed, while half a dozen loaded cars 
were pulled outof reach of the fames. In 
estimating the loss, however, salvage on the 
engine must be considered, and as yet it can- 
net be told just what that is. The 
engine is said to be the finest 
piece of machinery of the kind, a Corliss up- 
right, and worth about $40, 000. The fire de- 
partment, underthe direction of Chief Lind- 
say, devoted special attention to saving it, 
and it was estimated that it would be worth 
about $25,000, ora littie more than one-half 
its value. Ifthisissothe entire loss on the 
property willnot be far from $250,000, but if 
the engine is a complete loss the total amount 
will be just that much more. On this, so far 
as could be learned at the fire, there is an in- 
surance of less than $200,000. 

THE SCENE AROUND THE RUINS 
was a characteristic one. Crowds of men, 
women and children stood on the sidewalks 
talking about the fire, while here and there 
some dusty-coated employe of the mill 
was entertaining a crowd of admirers 
with his description of the fire, how 
it started, etc, Along the railroad 
track set acrowd of men sniffing at the burn- 
ing wheat and throwing lumps of cinders into 
the mouldering pile. Here and there stood 
groups of firemen wiping their sooty faces 
with their rubber coat-siceves and comparing 
the fire to previous ones. A young man with 
a bucket of hot coffee and several tin cups 
passed from group to group of the tired fire- 
men, furnishing refreshments. 

Around where the tail smoke stack had 
fallen stood a crowd of men telling what 
would have happened if somebody had been 
under it when it fell, In fallingit struck 
a small coal office, crushing in the 
roof and sides of the buliding and 
making a pile of excellent kindling. 
Now and then asa few loosened bricks would 
slide down into the ruins, the crowd would 
move hurriedly away as though fearing that 
the remainder of the walls were about to fall. 
Electric, telephone and telegraph wires were 
numerously scattered about, and there was 
much careful observation before taking a 
step, as it was thought tnpat some of the wires 
were live ones. 

A force of linemen was at work stringin 
new wires in place of the ones torn down, and 

athering up the broken ones, their shouted 
fa structions to one another from pole to pole 
making the scene a noisy one. 

The neihborhood evidently was greatly 
edified by the fire,which was something out of 
the usual run in that locality. 

THE ANCHOR MILLS 

were tegarded as among the most complete 
and perfect inthe West. The Corliss engine 
was a special object of admiration. The miil 
and elevator buildings occupied the space 
from Twenty-first to Twentieth streets,on the 
raliroad -tracks, the eastern end being ona 
triangle, made necessary by the switches 
running in on the north side. The milil itseif 
had a capacity of 1,400 barreis of fiour a day, 
while the elevator was capable of holding 
250,000 bushels of grain. The miil was

A PROTEST AGAINST THE RETURN OF GE- 
BONIMO TO THE SOUTH WEST. 


An Old Indian Fighter Gives His Opinion on 
the Subject—The Indian and the Eastern 
Sentimentalist—The Real Character of 
the Apache Warrior—Protecting the 


OL. A. RUSH BOWE, 
a gentleman who 
has resided in New 
Mexicofor the last 
fifteen or twenty 
years, sald: ‘‘I feel 
thatthe position of 
the people of New 
Mexico and Arizona 
is not understood 
by the public at 
large, that the sym- 
pathy of the Eastern 
people, in behalf of 
a race of whom they 
know nothing by 
association or ex- 
perience is greatiy misplaced through their 
ignorance of the wrongs suffered by the peo- 
ple of Arizona and New Mexico from the 
cruelty of the Indians. 

**Fearing that this sympathy manifested by 
the East for the dangerous Chief Geronimo 
will result in further suffering for the people 
and country, I bave determined to put the 
question before the publicin behalfof my 
adopted country. Only those who have been 
exposed tothe violence and cruelty of the 
Indian and have suffered from his depreda- 
tions upon life and property can appreciate 
the position of the people of Arizona and New 
Mexico when they beg that Geronimo may be 
left in his present quarters in Alabama asa 
prisoner of war. The people have enjoyed 

A NEW SENSE OF SECURITY. 
Since Geronimo and his band have been in 
Alabama and separated by such a long dis- 
tance from any danger of doing them a mis- 
chief, and only one who has lived in this 
country can understand the feeling of New 
Mexico and Arizona about the Indian senti- 
mentalists who live beyond his power and 
deeds of cruelty and talk ofthe poor, suffer- 


ing Indian and pity him as they would not .do 
if they saw a few instances of bis “eol 


blooded cruelty. 


WHILE ON THE WARPATH

Dand into mince meat, and t the heart out 
of a 55-year-old child before it was dead. 

“*The people of the East are sy mpathizing 
with the cnief, Geronimo. 

**The Indian sympuathizers are complaining 
that the part of Alabama in which they are 
stationed is unhealthy and wish their removal 
to the Indian Territory. The people of New 
Mexico object to this removal of Geronimo 
and his tribe of nearly u hundred braves, for 
they argue if the climate is healthy enough for 
whites it is healtby enough for hostile 
Indians. 

**Since Geronimo’s removal from Arizona 
and New Mexico there has been a feeling of 
| security among the people as to life and prop- 

erty. Chief Geronimo and other hostile tribes 
have kept capital and emigration from the 
Southwest, and the people now feel that this 
treacherous and much dreaded Indian and his 
evil inflaence upon others of his race are ata 
safe distance, and so situated that they can- 
not get back. If he were brought 
into the Indian Territory, as the sym- 
pathizers in the East wish, and turned loose 
‘there is no telling the evil he might do, the 
discontent he might arouse. From the Indian 
Territory it would not be so hard to get back 
into the Sierra Madre Muuntains, and then 
they would have the people at their mercy, 
for then it would be almost impossible to 

capture them in the muuntalins, at least fora 

long time. Eastern capitalists don’t hesitate 

since there is no danger from the Indians to 

invest their money, well knowing tbat we 

have in the Southwest the richest mining, 

grazing and agricultural country in the West. 
ONLY ONE WHO HAS LIVED 

in the West and suffered from the depreda- 
tions and brutality of the réd man can esti- 

mate the danger with which the country is 
menaced when people taik of sending Geron- 
imo back. In speaking thus it is not the 
voice of one person but thevoice of that part 
ofthe country who are pleading for their 
homes, their lives and the advancement and 
prosperity of their country. Western wom- 
en are as fraid as death of Indians, and well 
may esd be. There is nothing noble about 
the Indian as a class, nothing to appeal to 
but fear, and this its the opinion 
of all who have lived among them. The pretty 
stories told by Fennimore Cooper and jother 
authors of the Indian's characteristics of ev- 
eriasting gratitude for a kindness, and resolve 
to be avenged for an injury, isa fiction so far 
as the gratitude is concerned. This nobility 
of character is as much a fiction ag the beauty 
ofperson attributed to some of the Indian 
women. In an experience of twenty years’ 
aesociation with the men haye never 
seen a handsome Indian woman. Sometimes 
one will see a girl of 12 or 14 passably looking, 
butrarely. If she has a nice looking face she 
will havea horrible figure, and vice versa. 
Little wonder, since they are made to per- 
form alithe hard labor and are so exposed 
they could not look delicate or refined. They 
are like Mexican women; they bave little 
beauty and they have no idea of waking 
themselves appear to advantage, since they 
know nothing about dressing themecives. 

**PEOPLE IN THE EAST 
know 60 littie of the Indian from a practical 
standpoint. The Indian would not know how 
to appreciate their sympathy and forbearance, 
but would despise them for such feelings. If 
ou wish an Indiao’s regard and respect, 
ach him to fear you. then he will do any- 
thing for you. ven the ucational ad- 
vantages given the boys and girls taken 
back East is a questionable kindness if 
the people who are engaged in this work only 
understood the conditions under which the 
Indians live. The girle and boys wear no 
clothes until they are 10 or 12, except one 
scanty garment, and after being savages in 
manner and action for yoose they are taken 
away from their degraded surrounding, given 
good homes and clothing, taught neat habits 
ad to appreciate some of the refine- 
ments of iife. After they are taught 
all of this and as much about the 
common branches of an English education as 
they can learn, they are sent back to their 
families. They return to parents who are 
filthy in their habits; who have long, matted 
hair, unwashed skins—even vermin on their 
ns, in their homes, which generally con- 
ists of one small room with ekins thrown 
upon the floor for beds. Imagine the daugb- 
ter’s or son's disgust, after living years 
among refined associations and being im- 
ressed with ideas oforder and cleaniiness.
